Only a Little Malamoot Dog 



She was only a little black "mala- 
moot" dog, not much bigger than a 
fox, as affectionate as a kitten, and 
she liked nothing half so much as to 
roll herself up in a ball in one's lap 
to be petted while she slept, re- 
mat ked the old Alaskan miner 
pensively, as he related by-gone 
experiences.

It was a January night in the 
Alaska Rockies; the t hermonieti i 
was not less than forty degrees 
below sero; the snow was evt 
where shoulder-deep. I*'or six days 
and nights we had not tasted food, 
nor had the d< 

Mv three comrades and 1 had set 
out .from one of the ci i camps 

with a young woman who had broken 
her thigh, and were taking her to 
ust hospital, two bundled 
and fifty miles awav. f'or the fust 
hundred. miles all had gone well; but 
an air-hole in a- lake had a swallc 

OUr provision sled, and without 
an instant's warning we vvci< 
with not more than a couple of 
pounds of food to last us for one 
hundred and fifty miles of an un- 
D winter trail, over mountain 

ami valley, in snows of every im- 
aginable depth. For three days we 
had come along with what courage 

ould, and had honed against 
hope that we might come upon some 

camp in the wilderness, where 

might be aided on our way. The 
little food we had kept for the sick 
uirl, and she did not even know we 
had lost our supply. 

The last three days had taxed our 
Strength and our courage to the ut- 
most. The fourth day after our mis- 
fortune we had made ten miles, the 
fifth less than live, and tO-day we 
had travelled hardly more than two 
or three. On the night of the sixth 
day we boiled a lit! I. | tact foi 

oui charge, and that; mixed with 
kcis, made her supper. The girl 

had now gone to sleep in the rode 

tent we had tin own up lor here, 
fort, and we vveie sealed about a big 
spruce lite to discuss oui ciospetate 
situation. The dogs were so v\ 
from hunger that the weight of that 
slight girl had made them reel and 
stagger. 

The four of us, big, strong men of 
:i week ago, had got well past the 
stage of hunger, and were weak and 
tired, so awfully tired and sick! Hut 
v one of us had been in despeater 
places before. The Consensus of opi- 
nion was that little Nellie, the leader 
of the team, could be spared better 
than one of the big dogs; she could 
not pull much at best, and where it 
was a vital case, we could really get 
along without a leader. 

So it was decided that little Nellie 
should be killed for the other dogs 
to eat; and my crown of woe wei 
that it was I who was selected to do 
the work — for the alleged reason 
that I, being a surgeon, "was used 
to blood." 

The other men had gone to bed 

and I was alone with mv little dog. 
The rest of the team had gone a 
little way out from the fire, and 
were lying in the snow, asleep. 

Nellie was at my feet, and when 
1 spoke her name she wagged her 
tail and came over to rub her soft 
wool on mv knee; she was far too 
weak to climb up on my lap now. 

When she looked up in mv 
as if to ask whv we wore suffering 
so, the horror of my silence, while 
"he was being condemned, came up- 
on me, and to escape the rush of 
blood to mv head, I walked from the 
ind out into the night and snow 
When I returned she was goto 

ihed a sigh of relief. Perhaps 

she had already lain down somewhere 
and died, and so I might be saved 
the sickening alternative. Hut mv 
were giving way, and I slid 
down to the log again, and soon was 



lost in a half-sleep and half-coma 
from mv weakened condition. 

How long I was stretched out 
there 1 do not know, but I was 
awakened by a sharp little bark that 
1 knew well. It was my little ci 
She had returned, and my first 
thought was that now 1 should have 
to choose between my pet and my 
comrades perhaps the lives of all 
of us, even of the sick girl. 

When 1 finally looked up, at the 
continued whine and the affectionate 
rubbing against my knee, there stood 
the little dog. and in her mouth she 
held a big fish. 1 could not hclw 
my eyes, and feared that 1 had got 
to the point of seeing in my mind 
things that had no existence. But 
I here il was :i and 

when 1 caught hold of it. it 
still unfrozen, as if it had just 
come from the water; and Nelli 
fur was wet, and already freezing in 
little icicles about her body. So she 
had got the fish out of the water. 

1 thought, of course, that was all 
there was to it; but 1 had grasped at 
the chance 1 had to offer in the morn- 
ing for not carrying out the agP 
ment she had brought the fish, 
which we could give lo the dogs. 1 
laid the fish down on th and 

u'to break off the icicles from 
her coat, when she started away, and, 
when she was out of the firelight, 
ai to whine. So 1 followed her 
into the night, taking with me our 
one candle and some matches. 

Finally we reached a spot which 
she seemed to be looking for. She 
Stopped, and 1 heard a plunge into 
the water. 1 lighted a candle, and 
soon as my eyes w. imed 

to the light 1 saw the little dog at 
my feet with another fish in her 
mouth. So there were mote where 
the first one came from. I went 

m] could see distinctly 
hole apparently cut out of the solid 
It was not more than ten feel 
iSS in any direction; it w 
dently shallow, and its clear, cold 
waters were literally filled to over- 
flowing with fish. They seemed to 
be all of a size, white fish, weighing 
not less than three or four pounds 
each. 1 could see many of them. 

I almost ran back to the camp, 
calling the boys as 1 stumbled along. 
Soon we were all back at the hole. It 
was one of the so-called "lungs" of 
the lake air-holes in the ice that Open 
up in every body of Alaskan water, 
small or large, whenever the tempera- 
ture goes thirty or more degrees below 

/CIO. 

In the next two days we had taken 
out of that hole two hundred and 
nineteen hsh. Dogs and men feast- 
ed to the full, the dogs taking theirs 
law, and we men taking turns cooking 
and eating. We took along plenty of 
fish when we finally moved on, and got 
into the hospital camp of the North- 
west mounted pojice all right, and 
with our little patient in good stttpe. 

Nellie has been stolen many times 
since that night by newcomers in 
the Alaska country who had heard 
about her, and one time the thieves 
got nearly two hundred miles down 
the river before they met anybody; 
but that was as far as they got. A 
committee was formed in half an 
hour, half a do/en dog-teams were 
"hooked up." and within an hour the 
thieves under escort were on their way 
back up the river.
